THE SKY IS BRIGHT 

Cheer up, friends! There is something to fight 
for 2nd look forward to, after all. Influential 
business people are thinking about post-war prob- 
lems and thinking progressively. 

Admittedly, many statements from our business 
executives are discouraging. Admittedly, many 
of the business men to whom we must look to 
shape the new economic world, if it is to be 
shaped within the present political and social 
framework, are lacking in vision and arc clinging 
to discredited ideas. 

For instance, advertisements by big corporations 
in U.S. magazines frequently say that wc are 
fighting for the system of "free enterprise" or for 
**the American way" (of doing business). But of 
course we are not fighting for these things. We 
are heartily sick of the "American way" and the 
unemployment and suffering that have gone with 
'he "free enterprise" of the past. 

We are fighting for a new world, a better world, 
in which common-sense economics will prevail. 
We are not fighting for the right of individuals to 
grow rich but for the right of individuals to live 
and enjoy themselves and make the most of them- 
selves. We are fighting for a world in which 
most of the people will work such part of the time 
as is necessary to assure all a progressive stand- 
ard of living, and for a world in which the pro- 
ducts of that toil will be shared, as between 
nations and races {that is hard to acknowledge, 
but it must be acknowledged, and be acted upon), 
and as between the citizens of each country, in an 
equitable way. 

Now, in our opinion, the only way to make such 
progress is to get away from emotional, partisan 
and habitual thinking. Business men, the archi- 
tects and the builders of our economic world, must 
give up such colored, vague and meaningless 
term.? as "free enterprise" They must deal with 
specific ideas. They must not be afraid of some 
device or practice or idea because Russia has used 



cycle" economics which our universities taught so 
glibly before the great depression, suggests the 
flaws in the old theories, and goes on with new 

practical ideas for the control of employment. 

Lever Bros, and Unilever Limited, apparently in 
Britain, made this study of world economic prob- 
lems. (We are now convinced that cleanliness 
is next to godliness.) 

Here are a couple of ideas from a study that 
abounds in ideas, sane, constructive suggestions 
for making the economic system work. "Profit 
or loss gives a clear indication of what people 
want to buy, and provides a check on the effic- 
iency of its production," but "the profit motive 
has proved an insufficient guide in the extension 
of productive capacity." "The main task in 
fostering the regularity of capital investment lies 
with the government" The government by con- 
trol of interest rates, restriction of credit, mone- 
tary and budgetary policy can influence costs and 
prices, checking or encouraging capital expansion, 
retarding depression or boom.
